The original and acquired m eanings 
of m any an old w ord have been clear­ 
ed up In the law court*. W hen “q u a rk ” 
bad ifs turn, Sir E d w ard Clarke, who 
wax probably quoting a dictionary, de­ 
fined the w ord ax “a boastful p reten d ­ 
er to m edical skill.” 
“Q uack" is un­ 
doubtedly derived by suggestion from 
the quacking of a duck. 
The quack 
doctor bas alw ays substituted volu­ 
bility for know ledge. 
“Q uacker” and 
“quacking cheat” w ere sixteenth cen­ 
tury w ords. 
“Q uack” In Its present 
serine Is certainly as old as 1000, w hen 
It wax Included in the earliest of our 
slang dictionaries. 
T he original w ord 
w as “quacksalver,” a traveling em piric 
w ho quacked about his salves, and. 
according to H enley and F arm er, the 
d ra m a tist W yeberly first shortened th is 
w ord to “quack.” 
T he full term , quack doctor, is found 
a t least as early as 1710, w hen these 
w ords w ere used as a title to th e E arl 
of R ochester's m ountebank speech on 
T ow er hill. 
T h is w itty and profligate 
noblem an (he Is alw ays called w itty 
and profligate) took It Into his head to 
disappear from his friends und appear 
to th e moi* on T ow er hill as a quack 
doctor. 
The speech he m ade on th at 
occasion has been preserved, and It 
show s th a t quack o rato ry has gained 
nothing since. 
It Is not all p rintable In these polite 
pages, but the following passage will 
show Its character: 
The cures I have done are as In 
credible as innumerable. I cured Profiter 
John’s godmother of a stupendous dolor 
In ber os sacrum, which had like to 
cost the good lady the perdition of her 
huckle bone. 
I cur’d the Empress of 
Boolmapo of a cramp she got In her 
tongue by eating pork and butter’d 
parsnips. 
I cur’d an alderman of 
Grand Cairo of a scarlet burning, rag­ 
ing fever, of which he dy’d. 
I cur’d 
the Emperor of Morocco, who lay sev­ 
en years sick of the plague. 
I cur’d 
him In forty-two minutes so that he 
danc’d the sera brand, flipflap and Som­ 
erset to the admiration of his whole 
court. For my pains he presented me 
with 6.000 Hungarian ducats and a 
Turkish cymeter. Yerbum sat saptentL 
No cure, no money.” 
I doubt very much whether Sir Ed­ 
ward C larke was right In saying that 
the word “quack” was revived by 
Carlyle after it had died out So use­ 
ful a word is not likely to have been 
dropped, though In Carlyle’* vocabu­ 
lary of denunciation it certainly took 
on a new importance. 
It was from a 
court of law , by the w s w that Carlyle 
obtained the w ord “gig.” which, with 
ferocious glee, he never ceased to ase 
as a sym bol of smug respectability. 
The trial of T burtell at H ertford as 
Bises for the m urder of Mr. Weare pro­ 
duced the follow ing dialogue: 
W h a t 
sort 
of 
person 
wa* 
M r. 
W eare V ” 
“H e w as alw ays a m ost respectable 
person.” 
W hat do you m ean by respectable?” 
H e kept a gig.” 
* 
C a rly le s sardonic hum or seized on 
this, and ever a fte r when

storm ing a t respectabilities and u n real­ 
ities “gigs” w ere not far from his 
mind. 
He even applied the w ord “glg- 
m an ity ” to those classes of society 
w hich 
held 
the 
“gig” 
ideal.—John

DISASTER BAD ENOUGH. 


N o t 
as Many Men In Mine a* 
at First Thought. 
Jacob's Creek. Pa., Dee. 20. 
It Is 
stated the number of miners It* ,,ie 
Barr mine at the time of the explo­ 
sion was between 200 and 250. 
Thir­ 
teen bodies had bern rescued up to 
m id n ig h t 
Thursday 
night. 
All are 
terribly mutilated and three headless 
That this disaster does not equal or 
n surpass In loss of life and attend­ 
ant horrors the one at Monongah, W. 
Va., I* due to the devotion of church 
duties of a considerable number of the 
miners. 
In observance of the church 
festival many of the more than 40fl 
men r* gularly employed at the m ini 
did not go to work Thursday. 
Those 
who escaped through this reason an" 
members 
of 
the 
Greek 
Catholic 
church, and they suspended work to 
attend church. 
As was the case at Monongah, the 
explosion followed a brief shut down, 
Tm sd&y and Wednesday. 
It was just 


1 1 :3 0 o'clock when the tenth trip of 
loaded cars had been brought out to 
the tipple, and there came an awful 


r u m b lin g sound followed immidately 
by a loud report and a concussion that 
shook nearby buildings and w as felt 
within a radius of several miles 
At 
the same time there came out of the 
m o u th of the mine an Immense cloud 
of dense smoke and dust that floted 
across the Youghiogheny river. 
Intuitively every one In the vicinity 
knew 
what 
had happened, and all 
started for the one place, the mouth 
of the mine. 
The river separates th* 
mine and hom ey of m any of the min­ 
ers, so that only a portion of those 
who started for the scene were able 
to reach it, there being Beant facilities 
for crossing the stream . 
To 
those 
wy> could not crony the water the 
smoke and dust 
pouring 
from 
ti e 
mine's mouth told a story of seething 
flames back In the 
workings, 
»nd 
from this source came reports th t 
were portentous until late In the day, 
that the mine wan burning 
The ven­ 
tilating fans were kept in operation 
almost without: Interruption, however, 
the plant having withstood the force 
of the explosion, and up to this time 
the rescuers have found no fire any 
place In the mine. 
As far a# known, 
only one man who went to work Thurs­ 
day morning escaped. 
joseph Mapleton, a pumper, emerg­ 
ed from one of the side entrances 
shortly after the explosion. 
He had 
left the part of the mine where most 
of the men were working, and was on 
his way to the engine room for oil. 
"I was In entry 21,” said he. “when 
I heard an awful rumbling. 
I start d 
toward the entry, but the next In­ 
stant I was blinded, and for a little 
time I did not know anything 
Then 
I got to the side entry and worked my 
way out.” 
Mapleton was somewhat cut and 
bruised, but after going home and hav­ 
ing his injuries dressed he returned 
to the mine and joined the rescuing 
party.

Italian Ambassador Asks Him to In 
vestigate Tobacco Trouble 
Washington, Dec. 20.—At the re­ 
quest of the Italian ambassador Sec­ 
retary of State Root has called upon 
the governor of Kentucky to intervene 
to prevent the further destruction by 
'night riders" of tobacco belonging to 
the Italian government and stored in 
Kentucky. 
The representation is bas­ 
ed upon the burning by the “night 
riders" at Hopkinsville of a warehouse 
containing a large quantity of tobac­ 
co purchased by the Italian govern­ 
ment which maintains a monopoly of 
the sale of tobacco of all kinds in 
Italy. 
The governor of Kentucky bas 
reported that he is Investigating the 
matter. 
Other matters about which the Ital­ 
ian ambassador complained related to 
the treatment of Italian laborers in 
Louisiana.
